XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by Commonwealth Meteorologist.) 


No, 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of July, 
August, and September, 1931. 


July.—The first two weeks of the month so far as rainfall was concerned, much resembled June, 
only one rainstorm of general character developing, but the severe frosts and cold days that marked 
the previous month were absent, while conspicuously low day temperature was experienced on only 
one day. Under these circumstances—which entirely reversed the normal order, whereunder June 
usually brings warm, and July cold rains—crops and pastures progressed rapidly as a result of the con- 
cluding June rains and those, above mentioned, of the 5th-8th July. 


Towards the middle of the month a second rainstorm developed. It was ushered in by the cold 
winds of the 13th, and at first displayed many of the tropical characteristics of its predecessors, and 
proved particularly beneficial in the West Gascoyne. The system developed very slowly, its progress 
being delayed by vigorous cyclonic formation in the Eastern Bight, and it was not until the 18th 
that it reached its greatest extent, affecting all areas except the Kimberley. The character of the 
weather chart now changed completely, the mid-winter form of parallel isobars, extending along the 
whole Southern coastline of the Continent, being indicated. The rains in outlying wheat areas, having 
so far been light, this development was not reassuring, as such rains are seldom penetrating, but the 
system persisted over a week, and at times developed so vigorously (severe gales lasting at sea from 
the 20th to 25th) that the position was vastly improved when, finally, on the 26th a high pressure 
area abruptly terminated the rain. 


Some days of brilliant weather, with one sharp snap of frost, ensued, but the month closed with the 
preliminary rains of another promising disturbance in progress, useful falls occurring on the Northern 
Goldfields, where totals were raised above the month’s average in consequence. 


A glance at the month’s rainfall map disclosed the effect of the lack of penetrating power on the 
part of the later rains, so far as the wheat areas were concerned. Excesses above normal were 
confined to districts lying nearer the coastline, with one notable exception in the case of a narrow 
strip extending through the central wheat areas as far Eastward as Westonia. Otherwise the more 
inland districts showed defects which were most marked over the Great Southern country and its East- 
ward extensions. Although the rain was sufficient for plant growth, the fact that it fell as a succession 
of light showers afforded small run-off, and water supplies were in many instances low for the time of 
the year, while the reserves of soil moisture were also weak. A large area of above average falls in 
the Gascoyne and Fortescue country was due to the rains at the middle of the month. These were 
much more important than the figures from telegraphic reporting stations suggested, many private 
stations reports indicating falls ranging up to 5in. and 6in—the most important in the Gascoyne 
country, and especially towards the coastline, for some time. As the upper Midland country par- 
ticipated in this downpour, that section recorded by far the best agricultural rains for the month, 
with excesses ranging up to over an inch, while even on the South-West Coast few stations showed 
more then 2in. above the average. The Kimberleys experienced a normally dry month, and only 
trivial showers reached the DeGrey. 


August.—Following upon the good rains of July, five rain storms following one another at fairly 
regular intervals, extended through Coastal and Agricultural areas during August. The most far reach- 
ing were connected with a disturbance that swept through a great part of the State between the 
10th and the 12th, when the larger portion of the agricultural country reported heavier falls than had 
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hitherto been experienced this season. Dams were filled to overflowing, while the ground was 
thoroughly saturated. The best feature of this rain storm was that the heaviest falls occurred over 
districts where a soaking downpour was most needed. By the end of the month substantial excesses 
above the normal August rainfall were noted throughout all portions of the wheat areas with the ex- 
ception of a few of the more northerly localities. Several of the rains also penetrated to the pastoral 
regions—particularly to the Coolgardie Goldfields, where excesses were also the rule. 


A comparison of temperatures with the acreages showed nothing outstanding. In Perth the mean 
maximum was 0-1 degrees below the average, while the mean minimum exactly equalled normal. 
There were some frosts during the fine intervals, but none of exceptional severity. Rough Westerly 
weather occurred with most of the rains, the 24th-28th being a particularly violent spell, and vessels 
coming Westward across the Bight encountered an exceptionally trying time. 


September.—The month was marked by a series of agricultural rains, spaced at fairly regular 
intervals, but diminishing in strength, especially during the latter part of the month, when the falls 
that reached the outlying districts were only sufficient to check the loss of moisture that would other- 
wise have taken place. At rarer intervals the Gascoyne and. Goldfields were affected—chiefly in the 
earlier half of the month, and the totals in these regions, including the Yilgarn and Esperance wheat 
areas, fell somewhat short of the average. Other wheat growing districts recorded excesses, which were 
most substantial over the Great Southern country, here and ‘there exceeding two inches. The first 
two rainstorms were particularly heavy over the ‘Swan and Avon basin, and brought the rivers over 
their banks, both in the upper and middle reaches, but the Westerly gales, although frequent, were 
neither persistent nor strong enough to cause any serious rise in Perth Water. The Preston River 
also flooded early in the month. Further Southward, however, and especially across the Bight, the 
gales were much more constant and shipping was subjected to considerable delay. An exceptionally 
severe line squall traversed portions of the metropolitan area on the Ist, doing considerable minor 
damage. 


Summer types began to appear on the weather chart early in the month, and became more common 
towards the close. Light monsoonal rains visited the North-Westand began to affect the Kast Kimberley 
during the closing week, while the seasonal march of the sun Southwards was reflected in tropical 
temperatures, maxima of 100 deg. being recorded towards the end of the month. 

Over coastal and agricultural districts the persistence of showery weather led to lower day tempera- 
tures, but there was an absence of frost. Late in the month more sunshine was experience d, and the 
crops began to advance in consequence. They should make rapid headway in the main wheat belt, 
but owing to the weakness of the later rains, the outlying districts will no doubt stand in need of a fairly 
substantial fall during early October.
